The phrase is supported by 
the original specification at page 2, lines 27-30 and original claim 7. Accordingly, withdrawal of 
the objection to the specification is respectfully requested.

Applicants thank the Examiner for indicating that claims 1-5 and 9 are allowable over the 
prior art.
